dition of maple syrup, honey, orange 
marmalade, or other preserves to 
clabbered cream makes a delicious 
dessert. An excellent cake filling can 
be made of thick, sour cream, whipped 
and sweetened, with nuts added, j 
Whipped sour cream is often added 
to mayonnaise salad dressing for fruit 
salads. 

No housewife needs to be told that 
good gingerbread can be made with 
sour milk, as well as corn breads of 
various kinds. In most recipes where 
sour milk is used as a leaven with, 
soda, fewer eggs are called for. Very 
good pancakes and cornbread can be 
made with sour milk, omitting eggs 
entirely. Farmers’ Bulletin 565, Corn 
Meal as a Food and Ways of Using It, 
gives no less than nine recipes calling 
for sour milk. Among them is this 
easy way of making Boston brown 
bread: 

Boston Brown Bread 

1 cup corn meal. 

1 cup rye meal. 

1 cup graham flour. 

IVi teaspoons soda. 

1 teaspoon salt. 

% cup molasses. 

2 cups sour milk, or 
1% cups sweet milk. 

Mix and sift the dry ingredients and , 
add the molasses and milk. Beat thor- j 
oughly and steam three and one-half ( 
hours in well-buttered, covered molds. , 
One-pound baking powder tins are 
satisfactory. Remove the covers and . 
bake the bread long enough to dry the 
top. 


This may be made also with one 
and a half cups corn meal and rye 
meal and no graham flour. A cup of 
seeded and shredded raisins or prunes 
or a cup of currants may be added. 
This serves eight people. 

If there is only a very little sour 
milk on hand, why not make some 
cookies? They may be made with 
corn meal. Outmeal cookies are also 
excellent. 

Uorn Meal Cookies 
% cup fat. 

cup corn syrup. 

! V4 cup molasses. 

1 egg. 

2 cups corn meal. 

Vz teaspoon soda. 

1 cup flour. 

1 teaspoon cinnamon. 

6 tablespoons sour milk. 

Combine the melted fat, syrup, mo¬ 
lasses. beaten egg, and sour milk. Sift 
together the corn meal, soda, and 
flour. Add the liquid ingredients to 
the dry ingredients. Drop from a 
teaspoon into a greased pan and bake 
fifteen minutes in a moderate oven. 
This recipe makes fifty-five to sixty 
cookies two inches in diameter. 

Sour milk or buttermilk and baking 
soda may frequently be substituted 
where the recipe calls for sweet milk. 
In place of one teaspoon of baking 
powder a scant half teaspoon of soda 
is used to each cup .of sour milk 
Chocolate cake is particularly good 
when this substitution is made. In 


, griddle cakes and muffins the same 
j plan may be followed. 

Bran Muffins 

1 cup flour. 

1 teaspoon salt. 

1 teaspoon soda. 

2 cups clean bran. 

Vi. to cup sweetening. 

1 tablespoon shortening (melted). 
1*4 to 2 cups sour milk. 

% cup seeded ravins or chopped 
nuts. | 

Sift together the flour, salt, and soda 
and mix with this the bran. Add to¬ 
gether the sweetening, melted short¬ 
ening, and part of the milk; then mix 
with the dry materials. Add the 
raisins, dusted with flour, and enough | 
more sour milk to form a batter of 
such consistency that it will drop but 
not pour from the spoon, but be as 
wet a spossible otherwise. Bake in 
greased muffin pans about one-half 
hour. 


A WIRE FRYING BASKET 

HAS MANY KITCHEN USES 


If one happens to possess a wire 
frying basket, which of course is kept 
scrupuously clean, there are many 
daily uses for it besides the occasional 
deep-fat frying for which* it was 
bought. 

After washing fruit, celery or let¬ 
tuce, the wire basket will be found a 
more effective drainer than a colan¬ 
der. It can bet set directly on the 


ice to keep the product crisp, say 
home economics specialists of the 
United States Department of Agricul¬ 
ture. 

All the tomatoes for a salad may 
be scalded before peeling by lowering 
them quickly into boiling water for a 
few seconds. Some peel peaches in 
the same way. Beets may be readily 
peeled if after cooking they are 
plunged into cold water merely long 
enough to loosen the skin but not 
chill the hot vegetable. 

In boiling eggs for the family break¬ 
fast, place the required number in the 
wire basket and lower into boiling 
water. When the eggs are done they 
can easily be removed all at the same 
time by lifting out the basket. In fry¬ 
ing croquettes or potato chips the use 
of the wire basket to hold the material 
to be fried saves time and energy. 

For frying doughnuts, instead of 
placing the doughnuts in the basket 
use the bottom of the basket to force 
the doughnuts under the surface of 


the fat as soon as they rise to the 
top. This use of the basket saves 
time and fat, for doughnuts fried 
under the fat absorb less grease and 
can be fried in a shorter time. The 
basket can also be used to drain the 
fat from the doughnuts after frying. 

Another use for the wire basket is 
in grating soft cheese. It is much 
easier to force the cheese through the 
meshes of the wire basket than 
through a grater.

Practically every western state is facing for this year the greatest tax bill 
on record. In many instances, the tax has been doubled and trebled in the 
past six years. 

Industry will be called upon to pay this burden and there is no way to 
get out of it, for the bill has been contracted. 

The people are largely to blame for the present state of affairs, and they 
will get no relief until by their voice expressed at elections they have the 
courage to demand tax reduction and to hold public officials to campaign 
pledges for economy. 

Further, the citizen must get out and vote for the men and measures 
which guarantee economy. If this is not done our tax burdens will grow 
until it will take special deputies to hunt down individuals and confiscate 
their property, if they have any, to meet the tax bills. This is not an exagger¬ 
ated picture. 

That the power to tax is the power to destroy lias been already well illus¬ 
trated, and taxation today is the greatest single item which prevents and will 
prevent a return to pre-war conditions. Inasmuch as we have an enormous 
war tax bill to pay in addition to our other taxes, it is all the more necessary 
that a reduction in local taxrolls be demanded and secured.—Industrial News.

THE ROD OF MOSES 


PROFESSIONAL CARDS 


The Bible relates that the rod cut by 
Moses turned into a serpent when he 
cast it down. It is significant to 4000 
orchardists of California that Moses 
cut the rod from an almond tree. 

The California almond growers in 
the light of their treatment in the new 
tariff bill feel that they have hold of 
7,000,000 serpents in the shape of al¬ 
mond trees covering 100,000 acres of 
the soil of this State. Having invested 
their time, labor, and more than $50,- 
000,000 in the cultivation of almond 
orchards, they charge they are about 
to Iosj them because the new tariff bill 
now before the House of Representa¬ 
tives provides only four cents duty on 
unshelled almonds and eight cents on 
shelled nuts. 

According to accurate trade figures, 
eighty per cent of American demand 
for almonds is for the shelled almond. 
This American market is now entirely 
in the hands of the speculators import¬ 
ing the peasant-grown and shelled 
Southern European almond. 

To get a fair share of this American 
shelled almond market, the California 
growers are asking Congress to make 
the tariff bill conform to nature. They 
want a ratio of three to one fixed as 
between the duty on unshelled and 
shelled almonds—five cents on un- 
shelled and fifteen cents on shelled. 
Even with this, they say, they will 
have to buck difficult competition of 
European shippers who landed 40,000,- 
000 pounds of almonds in the United 
States, two-thirds of them being 
shelled at a labor cost of only ten to 
i fifteen per cent of California high- 
standard-of-living wages. 

Surely, California and her farmers 
are entitled to their reasonable de¬ 
mands in this case so vital to our wel¬ 
fare. Every loyal Californian should 
make it his or her business to write 
our Congressmen oil the subject.

Jim Jam Jems escaped from custody for June at Bismarck, North Dakota, 
with a harrowing tale blaming the railroads with all that was done to them 
by the government under so-called war measures. 

Increased rates, declining volume of traffic, falling oft in freight and pas¬ 
senger business caused by five million motor vehicles hauled over roads paved 
largely with railroad taxes, is all blamed on the railroads. 

The North Dakota economist says the railroads brought this all about and 
are in a conspiracy to still further ruin the people, and he paints a lurid 
picture of producers plundered by the railroad trust. 

The railroads, regulated to a standstill by state and federal commissions, 
must compete with unregulated water competition and unregulated traffic 
free state highways and threatened free Panama canal tolls. 


Grass fires got the department out 
three times Wednesday. The fires 
were all In the north end of town 
along the highway. Little damage 
was done except in the ease of the 
last one, at about 9 o'clock Wednesday 
morning, when some fencing and a 
telephone pole were consumed. This 
pole in falling put out of commission 
a long-distance line between San 
Francisco and San Jose and gave the 
trouble department of the telephone 
company a night’s work in repairing.

To meet government wage increases under government operation, the ; 
government railroad administration tilted freight and passenger fares a 
billion dollars a year. That was not done by the railroads. 

It is a safe statement that government operation, which as a war measure 
may have been excusable, but was no less a horrible object lesson in applied 
socialism, cost the people at least two and a half billion. The railroads did 
not ask to go under government regulation. 

Government building hnd operation of ships was another -war measure 
that may have been excusable, but as an object lesson in practical socialism 
has cost the people billions, and still costs a million a day. Yet these ships 
are allowed to haul freight for one-fifth railroad rates. 

Following Increases in costs of operation of railroads were planned by 
the union brotherhoods and executed by the Railroad Wage Board as war 
measures; Adamson bill raised wages $271,000,000. January 1, 1918, a raise 
of $874,000,000; 1919, a raise of $229,000,000; 1920, a raise (just before return¬ 
ing the railroads to private ownership) of $855,000,000. These burdens the 
producers pay, and railroads did not impose them. 

These increased taxes on farmers and business men amount in four years 
to two billion two hundred and thirty millions, equal to total cost of opera¬ 
tion in 1916, and with increased cost of fuel amount to a raise of $3,111,000,000 
a year. 

With all the increased rates granted, the advance in the cost of operation 
In 1920 was $3,411,000,000, while the increase of revenues was only $2,574,- 
000,000. This meant a loss of $837,000,000 in one year. While the earnings 
Increased 72 per cent, the operating expense increased 142 per cent. 

As shown by President Sproule of the Southern Pacific, none of these 
outrageous burdens were imposed on tbe people by the railroads, as the ex¬ 
ponent of truth-telling from North Dakota represents, but by socialistic 
political methods, the very opposite of approved railroad business methods 
followed successfully for half a century.—Industrial News.

A TOP TOWN

BULL in Proviuce- 
n town, Massachusetts, looking out 
over the restless sea from the great 
arm which that state flings out into 
it, stands a great and impressive 
monument of extraordinary beauty 
and great dignity. 

This monument, one of the tallest 
on this continent, commemorates the 
anchoring of the Pilgrims In the his¬ 
toric Mayflower in the year 1820, their 
adoption of the first charter of a dem¬ 
ocratic government In the history of 
the world, the birth of the first white 
child born in New England and the 
whole chain of happenings which pre¬ 
ceded the settlement at Plymouth. 

Built entirely of Maine granite, 
the construction supervised by the En¬ 
gineering Department of the United 
States Army, this structure rests upon 
a sixty-foot-square foundation. Is 
28 feet square at the base, approxi¬ 
mately 252 feet high and the site i» 
about 100 feet above the tides. The ar- J 
i chitecture is of the Italian Renaissance ' 
order, the design having been copied 
from the tower of Torre del Mangle | 
at Siena, Italy. 

The site was provided by Province- ! 
town; the cost of the monument was 
defrayed by a Joint fund contributed j 
by Congress, the Commonwealth of i 
Massachusetts, the town of Province- 
town and Individuals in all parts oi' 
the country. Dedicatory exercises 
were held on August 5th, 1910, the j 
President of the United States being i 
in attendance. 

This staunch and magnificent com- | 
memorHtive structure, standing In ! 
silent triumph, Is typical of the re- j 
llanee and love of freedom which I 
characterized this little band in their j 
battle with the elements and fate and 1 
of their descendants In all parts of j 
the world.
